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School Polio Shots

As 19B3 moves well into its fifth 
month, the controversy over the 
Bucks County polio inoculation 
program keeps pace. 


The 
Falls 
Township 
School 
Board last night became the third 
school board to adopt a resolution 
urging the county health depart­ 
ment 
to 
reinstate 
the 
polio 
inoculation program in the schools 
this year. 


Both the Bristol Township and 
Delhaas Joint School Boards re­ 
cently adopted resolutions, urging 
the county to revive the school in­ 
oculation programs. 


The program was dropped by 
the department in favor of inoc­ 
ulations in public clinics. 


Follows Appeal 


The board's action came after 
an appeal by Isaac Ben Ezra, 
chairman of the Lower Bucks 
County Committee for the Preven­ 
tion at Polio, Ben Ezra told the 
board that 2,411 inoculations have 
been given so far this year in the 
Bucks polio program compared 
with over 20.000 inoculations in the 
school program for the. same 
period last year. 


He said that out of 40.892 shots 
given in 1962. approximately 43,- 
OOO were given in the school pro­ 
gram. The remainder — 3.892 — 
were given through public clinics. 


“These results,” Ben Ezra said, 
“point out that school shots are

The board also passed another 
resolution, to be used onjy if the 
county 
does not 
reinstate the 
school program. This resolution 
urges the Pennsbury S c h o o l 
Board to adopt its own school 
inoculation 
program 
throughout 
the district. The program would 
be for all school children, private 
as well as public. 


However, Dr. William J. Meyer, 
director of the county health de­ 
partment, said today that Ben 
Ezra’s figures were misleading. 
Dr. Meyer claimed the program 
started a few’ weeks earlier last j 
year. 


“We never expected to give as 
many inoculations this year,” Dr. 
Meyer continued, “since 98 to 99 
per cent of schoolage childrn 
were immunized last year. But 
with the public clinics, we will 
reach 
the 
least-i rn rn u n i z e d 
groups. These are adults and pre­ 
school children.” 


"Dm r I Make Sense’* 


Dr. Meyer said that going back 
to the school program would not 
accomplish a great deal medical­ 
ly. “To reinoculate the children,” 
he said, “just doesn’t make sense 
medically.” 
Ben Ezra maintains the school 
program 
should 
be 
continued 
since yearly booster shots have 
been recommended by the na­ 
tional public health director. To 
this, Dr. Meyer answers, “We 
feel it's more important to get 
people* inoculated with the orig­ 
inal series. We can’t do every­ 
thing at once, and theres’ a great­ 
er need in this area.” 


The school board last night also

Seven American and six British 
diplomats were named in the in­ 
dictment read at the opening ses­ 
sion of the trial of Briton Gre 
Ville Wynne and 
Russian , Oleg 
Penkovsky, whom the Soviets de­ 
nounced as a traitor who loved 
to dance the 
twist. 
Conviction 
could result in the death penalty. 
Under questioning, 
Pnekovsky 
testitied that he passed secrets 
to the wife of one British diplo­ 
mat and also to the letter’s chil­ 
dren. He told the court he gave 
the children fake yellow candy 
containing four films of stolen 
secrets. 
Wynne, 42. a dapper arranger 
of trade exhibitions was 
seized 
in Budapest six months ago and 
held incommunicado in a Moscow 
prison He was accused of being 
the chief contact man for an An­ 
glo-American spy ring. 
Penkovsky. 43. 
a 
tall, 
gray- 
haired former scientific coordina­ 
tor, is accused of selling the Krem­ 
lin's scientific and defense secrets 
to Wynne for us by British in­ 
telligence and the U. S. Central 
Intelliegnce Agency (CIA).

Monday, about IOO 
collegians massed in a court yard 
of a dormitory area, splitting the 
cool night with the s o u n d s of 
drums, trumpets and bagpipes. 
The students set off fireworks and 
a siren before college proctors 
momentarily broke up the gather­ 
ing. 


But by IO; 15. a bigger mob as­ 
sembled on Nassau Street, the 
main section of the Princeton

students, now swelled to 500 in 
number, set up barricades of bi­ 
cycle racks and trash cans.

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Administration Pushing For 5 Per Cent State Sales Tax

. 
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HARRISBURG (UPI)—The ad­ 
ministration and its legislative 
aides today pinned all hopes for 
raising $139 million in much need­ 
ed revenue on a 5 per cent sales 
tax. 
House Republicans decided for­ 
mally Monday to substitute the one 
per cent boost on the present 
sales tax base for Gov. William 
W. Scranton’s fading program, 
though it was apparent the re­ 


placement plan still is shy of the 
votes needed for passage. 
However, the House will not be 
in session for the rest of the week 
to implement the majority bloc’s 
decision because of the death of 
Rep. David M. Boies, D-Allegheny. 
Boies’ death also prevented the 
GOP from amending Scranton’s 
two original bills on the House 
floor to embrace the new pro­ 
posals. 
The Senate plans a solo session, 


with little major action anticipat­ 
ed, for its final whirl of the week. 
A delegation of about 30 House 
members were to attend Boies’ 
funeral 
in Wilson today. 
The 
chamber initially had planned to 
recess today for the funeral and 
return Wednesday and Thursday 
with the possibility of a floor 
showdown on taxes in the offing. 
However, plans to resume the ses­ 
sion were junked when it became 


apparent Harrisburg hotels could 
not sup4ly the necessary rooms 
later in the week. 
Scranton’s discarded proposal to 
boost the 4 per cent sales tax to 
4^ per cent and extend the levy 
to clothing will form the shell for 
the 5 per cent plan. The amend­ 
ments will raise the tax one per 
cent, retain all exemptions and 
convert the sales impost from a 
selective to a general levy. 
The extra one per cent will 


yield $102 million as opposed to 
$126 million for Scranton’s pro­ 
posal. 
To Hike Cigarette Tax 


To make up the gap, the Re­ 
publicans plan to boost the six- 
cents per pack cigarette tax by 
two cents immediately to net $26 
million. 
Scranton's bill had proposed a 
one-cent increase this year and 
another penny in July, 1964. It is 


hoped strengthened collections will 
produce the other $11 million. 
House Majority Leader Albert 
W. Johnson, R-McKean, said he 
was confident he had the votes 
on his side to put through the 
amendments which require a sim­ 
ple majority (Hi the floor. 
At the same time, Johnson and 
other GOP leaders indicated they 
were “encouraged” that they were 
moving closer to the 106 votes 
needed to get the bills through 


the House. They said they expect- 
ed no help on the amendments 
from the Democrats who have 
taken a hard line against new 
taxes sought by the Republican 
administration. 
.At least 20 Republican assem­ 
blymen were opposed to the 5 per 
cent tax in caucus last week, with 
another dozen abstaining from 
voting. Johnson said he believed 
the number of holdouts has di­ 
minished to “a large handful.”

PORTSMOUTH, N. H. (UPI) - 
All of the submarine Thresher’s 
5,000 valves were installed proper­ 
ly prior to the vessel’s ill-fated 
voyage, a naval officer said to­ 
day. 
Capt. John D. Guerry, produc­ 
tion officer at Portsmough Naval 
Shipyard where the Thresher was 
built and overhauled, told a news 
conference nohe of the valves were 
installed backwards. 
Guerry’s statement was design­ 
ed to clarify previous testimony 
before a naval court of inquiry 
indicating that some of the valves 
on the submarine that sank with 
a loss of 129 men might have been 
faulty. 
All Valves Checked 
“There are 5.000 opportunities 
to put a valve in backwards . 
but following exhaustive tests none 
was backwards when the 
ship 
sailed,” Guerry said. 
Guerry said valves sometimes 
are deliberately installed in re 
verse for certain tests, generally 
at dockside.
